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A. LETTERS 

1 . CONGRESSMAN AND CHAIRMAN OF THE SPECIAL SUBCOMMITTEE ON 
INVESTIGATIONS LEE H. HAMILTON UNDERSTANDS THE UNITED 
STATES AND JORDAN ARE ABOUT TO CONCLUDE A PRELIMINARY AGREE- 
MENT INVOLVING A REVISED PLAN FOR THE SALE TO JORDAN OF 
IMPROVED HAWK MISSILE BATTERIES. HE WOULD LIKE TO KNOW 

IF THIS REPORT IS CORRECT AND IF THE INFORMATION PROVIDED TO 
CONGRESS IN 1975 REGARDING FINANCING IS STILL ACCURATE; 

NAMELY, THAT THIS SALE WILL NOT INVOLVE ANY UNITED STATES 
AID FUNDS. 

2. A SECOND LETTER FROM LEE HAMILTON CONCERNS THE 
FINANCING OF NUCLEAR AGREEMENTS, WHICH THE UNITED STATES IS 
ABOUT TO INITIAL WITH EGYPT AND ISRAEL. THE INTERNATIONAL 
SECURITY ASSISTANCE BILL FOR FY 75 SAYS: "NONE OF THE 

FUNDS AUTHORIZED BY THIS ACT MAY BE USED TO FINANCE THE 
CONSTRUCTION OF, THE OPERATION OR MAINTENANCE OF, OR THE 
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SUPPLY OF FUEL FOR ANY NUCLEAR POWERPLANT IN ISRAEL OR 
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EGYPT, WHICH HAS BEEN APPROVED UNDER AN AGREEMENT FOR 
COOPERATION BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND EITHER SUCH 
COUNTRY." THIS PROVISION LAPSED UPON THE ENACTMENT OF THE 
INTERNATIONAL SECURITY ASSISTANCE ACT OF 1975, COVERING 
FISCAL YEARS 1976 AND 1977. HAMILTON INTENDS TO USE THE 
FIRST POSSIBLE LEGISLATIVE VEHICLE TO INTRODUCE THIS 
PROVISION TO MAKE IT A PERMANENT PART OF THE FOREIGN 
ASSISTANCE LEGISLATION. HE HOPES NO FUNDS AUTHORIZED BY 
THE ACT OF 1961, AS AMENDED, WOULD BE USED IN THE 
INTERIM TO HELP FINANCE NUCLEAR AGREEMENTS IN THE MID 
EAST. 

3. CONGRESSMAN JOHN MELCHER OF MONTANA WRITES ENCLOSING 
A LETTER FROM THE MAYOR OF CONRAD, MONTANA, REQUESTING 
SUGGESTIONS FOR MITIGATING LOCAL BUSINESS LOSSES STEM- 
MING FROM THE ANTI-BALLISTIC MISSILE PROJECT SHUTDOWN IN 
1972 AND ITS "BARGAINING CHIP" NATURE IN THE CONTEXT OF 

THE SALT AGREEMENTS. 

4. DIPLOMATIC EDITOR OF ISRAEL TELEVISION, ELI EYAL, 

WRITES ASKING IF YOU WOULD AGREE TO APPEAR IN A QUESTIONS 
AND ANSWERS TELEVISION INTERVIEW FOR THE ISRAEL PUBLIC 
ON THE OCCASION OF THE FIRST ANNIVERSARY OF THE AGREE- 
MENT SIGNED BETWEEN ISRAEL AND EGYPT AFTER YOUR AUGUST 
1975 SHUTTLE. DUE TO PRESSURE OF WORK YOU WERE UNABLE TO 
KEEP YOUR LAST APPOINTMENT, WHICH EYAL SAYS YOU 
PROMISED AT THE KNESSET PARTY IN YOUR HONOR, FOR AN 
INTERVIEW. HE WILL COME TO WASHINGTON IF YOU AGREE. 

5. ROBERT A. MAGOWAN, CHAIRMAN OF THE EXECUTIVE COM 
MITTEE OF SAFEWAY STORES, INCORPORATED, WRITES HE THOUGHT 
YOUR TALK AT THE BOHEMIAN GROVE WAS MAGNIFICENT. HE'LL 
BE OUT OF THE COUNTRY SO WILL NOT BE ABLE TO ATTEND THE 
FOREIGN POLICY CONFERENCE FOR SENIOR BUSINESS EXECU- 
TIVES SEPTEMBER 23RD. 

6. PEARL BAILEY OFFERS HER ASSISTANCE IN REACHING OUT TO 
FURTHER OUR AID WITH AFRICA EITHER HERE IN THE UNITED 
NATIONS OR ABROAD. 
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7. SENATOR JAMES ABOUREZK WRITES IT APPEARS ISRAEL 

HAS BEEN CONSISTENTLY VIOLATING OUR LAWS BY USING ARMS
